Neither Hall nor any other dele- 
gate from the brotherhood will be

Most Fatal Accidents 
In Early Fall, Winter 


In 1947, ten Edmontonians lit- 
erally walked into death, 

This is the statement today of 
the Edmonton Safety Council who 
are currently going all out in a 
drive for membership and funds 


to ensure greater safety for Ed- 
monton pedestrians 
Of the ten persons killed on 


the streets of Edmonton in 1947 
eight died in the months of early 
darkness, said the Safety Coun- 
cil in a report to The Bulletin Fri- 
day. Late fall and winter is hard 
on pedestrians with deaths going 
as high as 42 per cent above the 
monthly average for the year. 


The most important single cause 
of he sesonal jump in pedestrian 
deaths, according to the Safety 
Council, is earlier nightfall re- 
Sulting in poor visibility for the 
evening rush of homeward-bound 
workers 

Motorists, too, says the Coun- 
cil, contribute to the high sea- 
sonal death toll because they fail 
to make allowances for the in- 
creased hazards of fall and win- 
ter driving. Though driving on ice 
and snow and with lights on the 
winter motorist still thinks he’ 
should maintain his summer 
schedule,

torious, 

It depicted the life of a simple 
housewife and it was called, “1 
Remember Mama.” 

Now this picture caused me to 
reflect how very much this gen- 
eration owes, particularly in the 
Canadian West, to the gallant 
folk who endured aj) sorts of 
toil and privation that this coun- 
try should be settled with de- 
cent and unpretentious families 
who are the priceless lifeblood 
of a nation, 

And in the spirit of that 
thought, dull would 1 be of sou), 
indeed, did 1 fail to blazon to 
the world that also I remember 
Grandma, 


Hardy 
Spirit 

Grandma came to Saskatch 
ewan in 1905 from a comfortable 
home in Ontario because it was 
currently believed in those days 
that the East offered no oppor- 
tunities for young men, 

Grandma bad three sons, So

she set her sturdy shoulder to 
the pioneering wheel that the 
future of those sons might be 
brighter, 

She alighted from the slat 
seated train in Hanley and tra- 
velled three days in a lumber 
wagon, including a ferry trip 
across the Saskatchewan river, to 
arrive at her destination — a 
frame shack on the broad prairie 
with not a single neighbor in 
sight, / 

There was a mail service once 
every two weeks and somebody 
had to go seven miles to collect 
it, 

All that first summer, the 
prairie fires raged in every 
direction because the prairie 
grass was still long and lush and 
settlers coming into the country 
were careless with fire. Grandma 
got out with the rest and bat- 
tered away with grain sacks 
soaked in a barrel of slough 
water On a stoneboat, at the 
flames that threatened her un- 
inviting little home, 

She cooked three heavy meals 
a day over a stove fed with wood 
she lugged into the kitchen her- 
self 


Food 
Problem 


“The settlers of 1905 brought 
great quantities of food with 
them. There were barrels of 
hams and sides of bacon and 
canned goods of all kinds 

But even this stock didn't last 
a large family very long, And 
before many months Grandma 
was concerned with the larder 

A garden patch was plowed up 
and Grandma found time to work 
the soll down fine with her own 
hands 

Potatoes 


were  selatively 


simple, But other vegetables did 
not thrive, at first, in the new 
land, 

The first product of the time- 
consuming garden was a small 
sickly cabbage. And this frail 
gift of the soil was placed on the 
table before the hungry family 
more as an object of adoration 
than as a staple articie of diet. 

There was no meat at all in the 
country during those first two 
years, 

There was no kerosene, There 
Was no wax for candles. So 
Grandma devised illumination 
from lamp wicks set in muffin 
tins among dabs of carefully 
hoarded dripping, 

By the end of the second year 
there were enough pigs to 
slaughter and enough chickens 
to kill, 

Grandma cured al] her own 
hams and bacons and gave them 
a flavor that would make a mod- 
ern packing house biush with 
shame. 

But in the summer time it was 
the wild mushrooms that saved 
the situation, 

The trick was to climb atop the 
stable and look about for the 
green patches which indicated 
where a buffalo had died, That's 
where the mushrooms grew, 


Cow With a 
Temperament 


Among the sparse possessions 
of the family was a strain of 
range cows that entertained a 
deep-seated and ferocious hatred 
of all womankind 

These bovine misogynists had 
to be milked and sometimes the 
men were not available to milk 
them 

At such times, Grandma would 
Gon my Grandfather's overalls, 


confine her hair to a tweed cap 
and boldly perform the essential 
task while the temperamental 
animals sniffed suspiciously and 
twitched their unpleasant tails. 

It was Grandma who picked 
all the berries and put thent 
down for winter use. 

It was Grandma, when there 
were no threshing machines in 
the country, who fashioned a 
flail out of a broomstick and a 
carved two-by-four, held together 
with a leather thong, so my 
Grandfather could flail out the 
first small crop and haul it off 
to Saskatoon 76 miles away, 


Sunday 
Peace 


Saturday was a big day for 
Grandma because she took the 
Fourth Commandment very liter- 
ally and on Sunday she would do 
No unnecessary work, 

The Sunday food was all pre- 
Pared On Saturday, There were 
special cakes and fancy rolls 
and buns and a big bow! of pan- 
cake batter mixed up for the 
Sunday breakfast. 

When breakfast was cleared 
away, she would establish her- 
Self, dressed in her best, in a 
rocking chair that to me was the 
acme of discomfort and read a 
huge Bible until the table had to 
be set again. 

Grandma was the keystone of 
the family structure, 

She was the maker of its poli- 
cles, the arbiter of its morals and 
the tsarina of its behavior, 

When my father was more than 
forty years old, I have heard him 
told at table to “Hold his 
tongue,” He Was not g meek man, 
God knows, But he held it. 

Somehow | delight to remem- 
ber Grandma,

banks and then borrows money 
from them at interest?” 

That was the height of foolish- 
ness on the part of the govern- 
ment in 1867. It was also the 
height of wisdom on the part of 
the privileged individuals who 
inveigled that power out of the 
hands of the people of Canada 
into their own controlling group 

At least the CCF has always 
been consistent in this matter 
I have beside me a copy of the 
press July 2nd, 1932. It quotes 
the first plank of the new CCF 
party, organized in Calgary the 
day before, as demanding ‘na- 
tionalization of our finances and 
credit system’. 

A copy of the press, also be- 
side me, dated August Ist, 1933, 
quotes the financial resolution at 
the first CCF conyeniton in Re- 
gina as “the socialization of fi- 
nance, that is of all financial ma- 
chinery, banking, currency, cred- 
it, and insurance.” 

On the other hand the Social 
Crediters have done so much 
political juggling on this sub- 
ject that no thoughtful person 
can form any opinion about their 
political stand in this sub- 
ject. They talk abstractedly 
about controlling finance but not 
governing it. In 1985 Mr. Aber- 
hart said before the provincial 
committee: “There is no sleight of 
hand in Social Credit . nO na- 
tionalization for taking away of 
anything from anybody.” 

On March 30th 1943 the Report 
of the Social Credit Board just 
suggested “complete control of is- 
suance of credit and currency as 
the first step in post-war re-con- 
struction”, 

In that year Mr. Quelch, M.P. 
(Social Credit) said in the House 
of Commons: “The only fair and 
sound way to deal with the whole 


question of effective control is 
to nationalize the chartered 
banks", 

Two days later Mr. Blackmore, 
S.C. federal leader, said; “In 


order to be logical we must leave 
the commercial banks in private 
hands.” 

Those, Mr. Editor, are the facts 
of the registered opinions of both 
CCF and Social Credit. I leave 
you and your readers to decide 
which is logical and consistent 
and I suggest to you that it 
would be very interesting if you 
would express your opinion about 
Mr. Ryder's most illuminative re- 
mark, quoted above, in your 
sometimes not too illuminative 
editorial column,
